Instead of the slate officials taking an independent and 


calm action in the heat of all the attacks they have rushed in 
with a long report calling for this and that thing, when as a 
matter of fact they should'have counselled a cessation of at- 
tacks and Basked for a .square deal .for the railroad and at the 
same time exposed the men behind Ihe movement to crush 
the New Haven management, 
livery politician and.news- 


paper writer at Beacon Hill knows llie annimus behind this 
movement and the public will surely be lei'in to it before long, 


How things have changed! Les than two years ago the 


New Haven lines were pointed to as the best managed and 
equipped railroads in Ihe United Stales. 
In efficiency of ser- 


vice it was rated equal to Ihe Pennsylvania and no man re- 
ceived more praise than Mr. Melleu did at the hands of Ihe 
public. Like a shot from Ihe sky comes a tirade managed by 
two or three attorneys and Iwo or three newspapers, Ihe like 
of which has never before been equalled.

Is il because President Mellon on April 13, 1911, 


before the IBoslon Chamber of Commerce called attention to 
what, should be done in New lingland and which won him 
praise from everywhere ? Is it that lie dared lead the way for a 
greater New England?

Vermont Sets an Example. 


Vermont has the opportunity to set an example lo her 


sister states of New England and to make a wise provision for 
her future physical welfare in the proposed legislation lo es- 
tablish a conservation commission and lo endow it with the 
means to accomplish actual results. The measure now pond- 
ing in the legislature is estimated by the Burlington Free Press 
to be one of the most important bills of the session, and Ihe 
opinion seems justified. 
The bill proposes, as Ihe chief duty 


of the commission, Ihe determination of what locations in the 
state are feasible and most desirable for the location of storage 
reservoirs to hold tlood waters. 
Building is provided for, with 


an expenditure of $ 1,000,000 within two years. 


In the southwestern corner of Ihe slate a corporation en- 


gaged in developing the power of the Deeiiield river-is com- 
pleting the construction of a great earth dam to hold back the 
waters of the stream in a vast lake. The single purpose is to 
equalize .the flow of a river that is noticeably fickle in ils con- 
duct, a flood of great power at some seasons and at other times 
of little use for lack of water. The rather novel undertaking 
may h'ave furnished the law makers of the slate a hint of the 
possibility of increasing Ihe utility of other of the many 
streams, with ample fall but varying amount of water, to make 
the fall steadily useful. 
The promoters see a prudence in de- 


velopment that has promise of greally adding to the value of 
the natural source of power, at Ihe same lime bringing indus- 
try to a slate which has been little concerned with manu- 
factures. 


The value of Vermont's example, should she enact this 


law, is in the step taken to secure a public oversight of devel- 
opment of natural resources. 
Massachusetts, which is wit- 


nessing the turning of her streams to service, is passive as to 
the way in which it is done. As she stands on the bank and 
sees the work progress, il has not yet occurred lo her that she 
ought to have a directing hand in its planning. 
Floods of 


jwords, comparable to the rivers themselves, have been poured 
but on the subject until it has seemed that there is no clear dis- 
tinction in the minds of her public men between conservation 
and conversation.
